3. Thar they ſhall keepe their Seſsions according to the ſtatutes, 
which (as it ſeemeth) oughr to be in the weeke after the Feaſt of S. 
Michael after the Epiphany, after the clauſe of Eaſter, and after the 
tranſlation of S. Thomas, which is the third of Iuly, 

4. That all Iſſues, Fines, Amerciamcnts, and Forfeitures which 
happen before them, be by them truly entred, and ſent into the Ex- 
chequer. 

% That they take nothing for doing their office, but of the King, 
and the accuſtomed Fees appointed by the itatures. 

6. That they ſhall not direct any their warrants to the parties, 
bur to the Bailiffes of the County, or to other the Kings Officers, or 
other indifferent perſons. 

26. Theother oath concerning the Kings ſupremacie,is by force 
of the ſtatute , made ſecnnds Elie. ca, 1. The forme of which oath 
alſo followeth in thele words : 'videlicer. 

| 27. I. R. B. doe utterly reſtifie and declare in my conſcience 
tharthe Kings Highneſſe is the onely ſupreme governeur of this 
Realme, and ofall other his Highnefſe Dominions, and Countries, 
as well in all ſpirituall and Ecclefiafticall things ( or caulcs ) as 
temporall : And that no forraigne Prince, perſon, prelate, State,or 
potentate, hath or ought to have any Iuriſdition, power, ſuperio« 
rity, preheminence, or authority Eccleſiaſticall, or ſpintuall within 
this Realme : And therefore I doc utterly renounce and forſake all 
forraigne Iuriſdition, powers, ſuperiorities and authorities, and 
doe promiſe that from henceforth 1 ſhall beare faith and true alle- 
giance tothe Kings Highneſle, his heircs, and lawfull Succeſſors, 
and (to my power) ſhall affiſt and defend all Iuriſditions, privile« 
gcs, preheminences and authorities, granted or belonging to the 
Kings highneſle, his heires, and Succeffors, and unired,and annexcd 
tothe Imperiall Crowne of the Realme. So helpme God, &c. 

28. Yet it is moſt uſuall that both theſe oathes are taken by a 
ſpeciall Commiſſion: viz. by a writ of Dedimus poteHatem, dire- 
<ted out of the Chancery to ſome ancient Tuſtice of Peace to rake 


the ſame oathes (which by them is to be certified into the ſame 


Courrt,) at ſuch day as the writ commandeth. 
29. If the Iuſtice of FREE other perſon) to whom a Dede. 
mus poteftatem ſhall be direecd to take the oathes of a new Iuſtice 


of peace, ſhall returne the Commiſhon and the Oarhes to be ta- 


ken, when they were not taken, this is fincable in the Star- 


chamber.

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20. So if the new Iuſtice of. peace ſhall exerciſe this office 
before he hath taken both theſe Oarhes, he is likewiſe fincable in 
the Star-chamber. | 

31. Alſoifa Iuſtice of peace ſhall not performe his oath (con- 
cerning his office) he 1s fincable in the Star-chamber, if the negleR 
be of corruption , or any ſiniſter affection , otherwile, it is1t it be 
by Ignorance onely, | 

22, Now forafinuch as the authoritie of the Iuſtices of pcace, 
ariſeth partly out of their Commithon, and partly out of the ſta- 
tutes, I will ſct downethe forme ofthe Commiſſions now uſed in 
Iicland, which arc conſonant to the Lawes and ſ}aturcs, and to the 
politique government of this Kingdome.

Theſe two Commiſſions do ſomewhat differ in the ſecond 4/vg- 
nevimw,, for by that tor the County of Dublin, the Tuſticcs of peace 
have power to heareand determine felonyes, but inthe other they 
have no power given them thereby to hearc and determine of any 


 felonie, and the reafon of this difference is twofold. Firſt becauſe, 


no Iuſtices of Affiſe andgaole delivery go intothe County of Dub- 
lin. Sccondly , becauſe at the quarter Scfſions of the peace there is 
alwaycs one or more of the Iudges or of the Kings counſell preſent. 
Alſo both theſe Commiſſions do differ from the uſuall Commiſſion 
of the peace in England in this particular, videlicet. By rheſe Com. 
miſſions, the Iuftices of peace have power to enquire of Treaſon 
which the Juſticesof peacein England by their Commiſſion have 
not. The reaſon is becauſe many offences whichare common here, 
are by the Lawes of this kingdome Treaton which by the Lawes in 
England are bur felonie. 


33- Theſe Commiſſions have two parts containing the power of 
the Juſtices of peace. 

34. The firſt Aſ7gnavimus , or firſt part of the Commiſſion doth 
give power tO any one Iuftice of peace more, orall,to keepe and 
caulcro be kept the peace, andall ordinances and ſtatutes made for 


the conſervation of the peaceand torthe quiet governement of the 


people : As namely the ſtatutes made for Huy and Cry after felons : 
And the ſtatutes made againſt Murtherers, Robbers, Felons, Night- 
walkers, Afrayers, Armour worne in ferrorem. Riots, forceible 
Entries, and all other force and violence, All which bedirectly 
againſt the peace. The particulars rhereof you ſhall finde more fully 
hercafcer and moſt of them under their proper titles. ; 

35. By this firſtclaufe inche Commitſion, the Iuſtices of peace 
have alwell all the ancyent power touching the peace which the 
Conlervators of the peace had by the Common Jaw , as alſothat 
whole authoritie which the ſtatutes have ſince 2d thereto. 

36. The meanes which the Iuſtices of peace muſt uſe tor the 


keeping 
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keeping ot the peace, and forthe execution of theſe ſtarures, is as 
followcth. 

37. For to prevent the breach of the peacethe Ju. of PÞ, may ſend 
his warrant for the party, and may rake fufficienc ſurctics of him by 
recognizance forthe peace, or for the good behaviour, asthe caſe 
ſhall require, and may ſend the partiero the Gaolc fornot finding 
ſuch ſureries, 

38. Butfor theſe ſtatutes made for the peace,they are to be exc- 
cuted according to ſuch preſcript order as themſelves do dehver, 
whercinif no power atall be cxpreſlely givento any one Iuſtice of 
peace alone, then can he not orherwiſe compell the obſervation 
thereof (as ir {cemeth) then by admonitian onely ; In which behalfe 
if he ſhall not be obeyed, hemay preterre the cauſeat the Seſſions 
and ro work it toa preſentment upon the ſtatute, and ſo by the help 
of his fellow TIuſtices to heare and derermine thereof as law requi- 
rcth. 

39. Theſccond 4frenavimus, inthe Commiſſion doth giveau- 
thoriuero any two Tuſtices of: the peace ,.or more, the one being of 
the 2norum,inthele five things following. 

t. Tocnquire, by a Iurie,. of all offences mentioned within the 
Commiihon, "1c 

2. To take and view all Iuditments and preſentments of the 
luric, | 

3. To grantout proces againſt the offendors, except in caſes of 
Treaſon, inthe County of Dublin, and caſes of Treaſonand felonie 
inthe other Counties, thereby to cauſe them to come and anſwere 
tothe ſaid Iuditments. 

4. To tric and heare all ſuch offences (except before excepted) 
upon any former or future indictments taken beforerthemſelyes , or 
before any other Iuſtices of the peace after the offendors be come 
i, 


5. To dctermine thereof by giving Iudgement and inflicting

40. Butall the buſines included withinthe ſecond Afignavimm, 


bclongeth to the Seſſions of the peace, which is ro be declared in the

7. And wherethe Tuſtice of peace commandeth one being pre- 
ſent, to arreſt anotherthat is alſo in his preſence, though that com-

3. Burthe Iuſtice of peace cannot command by word, to arreſt 
another being out of his preſente, neither may one inthe abſence of 
the Tuſtice arrelt another upon his command by parol}, bur it muſt 
be by a precept, or warrant in writing.

diſcretion of the tad Iuſtice of peace or high Conſtable, thar it be

bonds and idle perſons, and thembring.ro-any of rhe [uſtices of peace 
of the ſame ſhire or liberty, or elſe ro the high Conſtable of the hun- 
dred,rape, or wapentake, within which fuch perfons fhall be taken, 
and it he be taken withinany City or Towne corporate , thenits' be 
brought before the Major , Sheriffes , or Bailiffes, of every Towne 
corporate, and that cvcry ſuch Iuſtice of peace, high Conſtable, 
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Mars, Sheriffcs and Bailiffes, by their diſcretions ſhall cauſe every 
ſuch idle perſon to him {o brought, to be had to the next marker 
Towne or other place where the ſajd-Juſtices of peace, high Con- 
ſtable, Maiars, Sheriffcs, Bailiftes, 0. other officers, ſhall thinke moſt * 
convenicnr by his or their diſcretion, and there to be tyed tothe

cerurne forthwith without delay in thenexr and ſtraight way to the:

to the ſtatute, and that the Iuftices of peace of cvery ſhire, riding, 
City, Towne and liberty ſhall have powerand authoriry wichin 
ther has of their Commuſtons,tocnquite of all ME SANE:

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Bailiffes; Conſtables, afd other like officers and perfons that ſhall be 
negligenr in executing of this AR,and it the Conſtables and inhabi- 
rants within any Towne or Pariſh, where any ſuch impotentperſoa 
or ſtrens begger doth happen to begge contrary to the forme of this 
ſarure, be ncgligent and rake not every ſuch imparene and ſtrong 
beggcr,that.io thall begge, againſt che forme of rhe ſtarure;and order 
and punith every fuch begger , as is above limitted , thar then the 
Towncſhipor Pariſh; where ſuch default ſhall be, ſhall lofe and for-

feirure and paine aforefaid , and thatthe' Tuftices of. peace, Maiors, 
Nan 2 Baili 
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Bailiffes, and Stewards of Franchiſes have power by authority 
aforeſaid ro cxamine the Treſpaſſours in this caſe, and for toenquire 
in eſpeciall of offendors againſtrhisordinance, and to doe execution 
againſt chem that be found detective by enqueſts or by examination, 
tobe made by the ſaid Iudges orofficers in this caſe inthe manner as 
afore is ſa1d.

I. Qing that execution is buta performance of the Tudgement I 
 Whall not need to make long enumeration of the forts of execu- 
tions which are within the power of the Iuſtices of peace : For be- 
fidesthat by the knowledge ofthe one, the other is knowne alſo, the 
Luſtices of the peace themſelyes have in many caſes performed their 
duty in both, when they have in the one pronounced that whichis 
due to the offendor: 

2. Howbcit, for aſmuch as that which they are todoe by way of 
exccution, offcreth profit either to the King or to his ſubjects: and 
that,which pertainethto the King, is cftected inthis manner, viz. 
cither by impriſonment of the offendor for the fyne,orelſe by eſtrea- 
ting the penalty and forfeiture thereof into the Exchequer, from 
whence proceſle is to iſſue for levying the ſame, I will firſt beſtow 
afew words upon the fyneand eſtreats for the King, and then ſpeake 
of the benefit that belongeth to the ſubject. 

3. Where the Conviction is for Treſpaſſes againſt the peace, 
Riots, and ſuch other contempts and offences againſt the common 
Law or againſt ſome ſtatutes , forthe which no certaine Fyne is ap- 
pointed, therethe Tudgementis, that the party ſhall be taken to ſa- 
tisfic the King for his fyne : And thereupon, a Capias pro fine, 
isto ifſucand (if the party cannot be found) other Tudiciall proceſle 
gocth out till he be utlawed. 

4. Burtif theparty be brought in, then is he a priſoner, and then 
arc the Tuſtices of peace (by their diſcretion) to aſſefle the Fync,and 
ro commit him to priſon for the ſame, and thereof to make an 
eſtreate, and ſend ir into the Exchequer, that the Sheriffe may be 
charged therewith upon his accompt.
